or  even  his  life.  Upon  the  breaking  out  ot  the 
troubles  with  Scotland  when  be  was  in  Italy, 
and  when  Charles  was  folly  bent  upon  his  in- 
fatuated measures,  liis  first  feeling  was  that  of 
being  at  home  to  partake  the  danger ; — f was

It  will  soon  be  publickly  known,  tiiat  the  de- 
mand made  by  the  court  ot  .Madrid  tor  th-*  ac- 
tive mierferrmca  of  llie  allies,  and  panrculftriv 
of  England,  is  of  serious  importance.  The 
confederacy  of  the  princes  for  the  guarantee  of 
Itieir  respective  dora  nonsis  the  basis  of  the 
application.  The  court  of  Madrid  slat<  s,  tliat 
w addition  to  the  revolutioimry  progress  in 
South  America,  the  court  of  Brazils  has  aciu- 
sdly  avowed  an  attack  on  Monte  Video,  and 
that  the  evident  design  of  the  king  of  Fortu* 
o auUiority  over  the  whole  of 

the  Spanish  provinces  on  that  continent,  either 
by  conquest  or  negociation  with  the  Indepen- 
dents.  1 he  king  of  Spain,  therefore,  calls  on 
the  allied  sovereigns  to  protect  him  in  this 
emergency,  as  noiwikh-sianding  the  recent  alli- 
ance by  m.irriage,  the  Portuguese  aggressions 
go  on,  ami  llie  Spanish  court  must  in  its  own 
dcfenc.t^  march  ap  army  i/ito  Forttigui^  by 


which  an  European  war  would  be  kindled  It 
succor  by  his  brother  soveitiigns  is  withheld. 

Under  U’csecircumstances,  an  offer  has  been 
made  by  the  court  of  Madrid  to  allow' a certain 
limited  trade  to  the  South  American  ports,  on 
the  payment  of  stipulated  duties,  provided 
that  early  and  effectual  aid  shall  be  rendered  to 
snppi*es3  what  i.>  called  the  rebellion,  and  check 
the  Braailiaii  designs.  As  a further  induce 
inenl  for  Englaiut  to  iiUerlere,  it  is  urged,  lliat 
piracy  is  now  organised  on  so  regular  a pUn, 
and  carried  on  to  such  an  cx'cnt,  under  a vari- 
ety of  flags,  that  tile  trade  of  no  nation  is  safe, 
and  the  eMirpaticn  of  the  buccaneers  becomes,

Austria  had  no  national  debt  in  1785. 
Her  debt  in  1809  amounted  to  60C  mil- 
lions of  Spanish  dollars.  She  then,  in  a fit 
of  desperation  applied  the  spunge  to  it, 
and  struck  out  80  percent,  of  the  whole.' 
But,  notwithstanding,  by  the  year  1816, 
her  debt  again  accumulated  to  one  thous- 
and MILLIONS  of  Spanish  dollars  ! Of 
England  the  national  debt  is  treble  that  of 
Austria.  The  debt  of  Russia  is  several 
hundred  millions  of  roubles.  'That  ol 
Prussia  is  kept  a secret,  but  it  is  immense. 
Indeed,  it  is  stated  on  good  authority  that 
the  petty  principality  of  Lippe-Detmold, 
somewhere  in  Germany,  is  the  only  pow- 
er in  Europe  free  troiii  a heavy  national 
debt.  Freedom  in  that  q'larier  has  no 
existence  ; taxes  and  public  debts  are  o 
verwhelming.  Such  are  the  glorious  bles- 
sings which  spiing  from  “ legitimate” 
monarchy  ; and  such  is  the  kind  of  gov- 
ernment, in  the  success  of  which  agains 
the  French  jieople,  federal  orators  and 
politicians  rejoiced ! 

G A Z FriTESUM  M A R Y. 

The  inliabitants  of  St.  Christopher  and 
olhei  Biitish  West  India  Islands,  have- 
requested  their  governors  to  open  their 
ports  for  the  importation  of  provisions  in 
foreign  vessels  They  give  a schedule  of 
flour  and  other  necessaries  remaining.in 
the  islands,  and  declare  that  imperious 
necessity  alone  would  have  induced  them 
to  solicit  a temporary  departure  from  the 
colonial  policy  of  the  Briiisti  government. 
The  distressing  effects  of  that  monopo- 
lizing and  selfish  policy,  counteracted  as 
it  has  justly  been  by  the  measures  of 
Congress,  will  be  sensibly  felt  by  the  in- 
liabiiams  of  the  English  colonies : We 
hope  that  the  cabinet  ot  London  will  be- 
come convinced  of  the  cruelty  and  folly 
of  com  inning  to  enf-rce  it. 

Tire  Supreme  Director  of  Buenos 
Ayres  has,  it  is  said,  lately  banished  eight 
considerable  adherents  to  the  patriotic 
cause,  for  their  opposition  to  the  occupa- 


zuela.  The  opinions  of  must  of  the  sea- 
faring genilemen  abroad,  are  formed 
from  those  of  the  persu.s  whohappen  to 
su-  round  them,  and  must  be  received 
with  caution.  The  royalists  to.ok  pos- 
session of  Barcelona,  in  the  province  oft 
Cumaiia,  by  storm,  on  the  7th  of  April' 
last.  It  had  been  closely  invested  tor 
Some  time.  Tbe  royalist  torce  consisted 
of  about  2,000  men  ; that  ot  the  indepen- 
dents, of  about  1,000.  The  latter  re- 
treated to  a laige  clutrch,  where  they 
had  supplies.  Tn  that  position  they  sus- 
tained several  sharp  attacks  from  the  bat- 
tering artillery  ol  the  royalists.  Asa  last 
effort,  they  made  a desperate  sortie,  and 
were  cut  to  pieces,  t’he  royalisis  suf- 
feied  considerable  loss  ; particularly  in 
officers.  Two  independent  officers  of 
disii  iciion,  severely  wounded  in  the  sor- 
:ie,  weie  ta'ieii  to  Canccas,  and  shot  by 
order  ot  ilic  captain  general.  Gen.  Bol- 
ivar had  left  Barcelona  some  time  previ- 
ously to  the  attack  upon  it,  and  had  pro- 
ceeded to  the  interior,  where  it  was  sup- 
posed he  would  fall  in  with  general  Mo- 
lillo,  who,  by  the  last  advices,  was  with- 
in one  day’s  march  of  Caraccas.  The 
reported  death  of  Morillo,  and  his  pre- 
tended burial  at  midnight,  seem  to  have 
been  a sheer  fabrication.
